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Car Lights, Flares Guide Plane In Emergency Night Landing 


The skill of a pilot and help 
from several Vulcan residents 
and KCMP saved two occupants 
of a Cessna 180 light aircraft 
from serious trouble Monday 
night of this week. 

The plane carrying two men 
who had been at an oil rig 
site at Gallahad, near Wain- 
wright was returning to its 
base at Calgary but was refus¬ 
ed landing permission because 
of complete overcast due to the 
storm late in the afternoon. 

The pilot was running low on 
fuel and felt he could not 
make Lethbridge but hud used 
the Vulcan airstrip previously 
so derided to try it in this 
emergency. , 

Before the} reached Vulcan 
at approximately 6:00 p.m. com¬ 
plete darkness had fallen but 


their repeated passes over town 
searching for the strip with just 
wing lights attracted the at¬ 
tention of Jacqueline Lucas who 
phoned Phil Lucas. 

lie and his son Leighton drove 
to the field where they were 
met by Kay Moore and Peter 
Pickersgill who had also notic¬ 
ed the trouble. 

KCMP Constable Thachik ar¬ 
rived on the scene and placed 
four red flares at opposite sides 
of the runway near the hangar 
while the curs went to the 
other end to outline the land¬ 
ing extremities. After another 
puss over the field the plane 
eased into a safe two-wheel 
landing. 

The pilot of the aircraft was 
Jim Paul who Is reluted to Mrs.

Four gallons or up to 25 
minutes flying time were left 
in the plane when it was re¬ 
fuelled. 

The two young men were 
more than appreciative of the 
help they had received but were 
concerned about the safety of 
two other planes with whom 
they had apparently hud radio 
contact. One had been planning 
a landing try at the Vulcan air¬ 
port while they felt the other 
might be somewhere north-east 
of here. Constable Thachik later 
found one hud reached Leth¬ 
bridge safely while the other 
made its may into the United 
States where- it was bound.

there was u light drizzle under 
heavy overcast skies at the 
time but the pilot said high 
winds wfre blowing a short dis¬ 
tance above ground level and 
heavy snow from Calgary to 
High Kiver would have made 
their wing lights useless for 
landing until they reached Vul¬ 
can where snow full was 
lighter. Their biggest problem 
in trying to lund here Itefore 
help arrived was thut they had 
to approach into the town lights 
which made it almost impossible 
to determine their position. 

The pair took off again at 
about 11:S0 p.m., headed for 
Calgary, then a few minutes 
later were seen swinging buck 
in the direction of Is*thbridge. 
Heavy snow was fulling at the 
time.

For Bravery 

Brother of Alfred Fleetwood of 
Champion, RCMP Sgt. E. H. 
Fleetwood of Courtenay, B.C., was 
recently presented with the RCMP 
Commissioner’s Commendation for 
Bravery. 

The commendation is the highest 
award which can be given by the 
RCMP and resulted from a case 
when Sgt. Fleetwood was one of 
two NCO's w ho went unarmed into 
the home of a former mental 
hospital inmate last January in an 
effort to arrest the 56-year-old 
man on a Mental Hospital warrant. 

When the man, Cyriel De Pre, 
refused to accompany the RCMP, 
he was flushed out by the use of 
tear gas and came out with a 
rifle. A shot by a conservation of¬ 
ficer, intended to knock away De 
Pre’s rifle, hit the magazine and 
caused it to explode, killing De 
Pre instantly. 

Sgt. Fleetwood was born at 
Champion and received his school¬ 
ing there.

Accident Near Mossleigh 


Two Men Injured When 
Asphalt Truck Explodes 


Two men received severe burns 
and other injuries in an unusual 
accident that occured last Monday 
evening of this week. 

Both employees of Western As¬ 
phalt Co., engaged in the re-sur¬ 
facing of Highway 24 west of 
Mossleigh, the men were injured 
when a tanker truck of hot asphalt 
oil exploded. 

The men were rushed to the 
Vulcan Hospital, where they were 
attended by Dr. M. E. Koziol. 
Larry Lupien, aged 27, of Hanna, 
suffered a compound fracture of 
the right knee and second and 
third degree burns to the face, 
hands and legs. His condition is 
considered satisfactory and he was 
taken by ambulance to Calgary 
Tuesday morning for special treat¬ 
ment. Robert Whitaker, aged 22, 
of Edmonton, received second de¬ 
gree burns on his face and legs. 
His condition is satisfactory and 
he ts a patient in the Vulcan Hos- 
pital. 

Another accident occurred Mon¬ 
day morning, when Bill Carvel, 
working on the Dick Brodrick 
farm north of town, was injured 
when his shotgun accidentally dis- 
chaiged. He suffered extensive in¬ 
juries to one hand, pellets in the 
face and will likely lose the vision 
in at least one eye.

SHIPPING FEVER IN CATTLE 

The old saying “an ounce of pre¬ 
vention is worth a pound of cure" 
certainly holds true for shipping 
fever in cattle. 

Dr. W. P. Brisbane, Supervisor 
of Alberta’s Brucellosis Control 
Program, says research workers 
now believe a virus is the main 
cause of shipping fever. The past- 
eurella organisms, usually associat¬ 
ed with the disease, are thought 
to be secondary but still important. 

' Stress and lowered body resis- 
tane are the underlying factors 
precipitating the disease, says Dr. 
Brisbane. Keeping stress and chills 
to a minimum nnd a little extra 
care in handling new additions to 
the herd greatly reduces the 
chances of shipping fever. 

Many animals being shipped at 
this time of year, are recently 
weaned calves. The stress brought 
on by weaning plus fatigue during 
transit makes them likely cand¬ 
idates for shipping fever. This sus¬ 
ceptibility is greatly increased if 
the animals are chilled or not fed 
and watered regularly. 

Shipping fever is a respiratory 
condition. The main symptoms are 
a high fever, coughing and dis¬ 
tressed breathing. The disease 
usually occurs shortly after new 
additions have been brought into a 
herd of fe dlot. It takes only a 
short time to spread to the other 
animals. 

Pasteurella bar tori ns are con¬ 
sidered to give some protection 
against shipping fever but they 
must be administered at least 14 
days before the cattle are shipped. 
Administration of long lasting 
drugs at shipping time has beome 
popular in recent years and seems 
to have some benefit. 

An early diagnosis by a veterin¬ 
arian is strongly advised ‘by Dr. 
Brisbane. Prompt treatment with 
antibiotics has greatly reduced 
losses. In some cases, however, it 
is necessary to use other drugs 
because treatment efficiency varies 
in different areas. 

A publication entitled “Shipping 
Fever of Cattle” gives a great deal 
of useful information on this 
disease. It can be obtained from 
District Agriculturists and the Ex¬ 
tension Service of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton.

These are the minutes of a meet¬ 
ing held on Tuesday, October 20, 
1964, of the representatives elect¬ 
ed by the villages of Carmangay, 
Champion, Arrowwood, Lomond 
and Milo, to a school committee in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the County Act.
